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After much pap2r war Harry Kelley and James Hamill are matched 
to row two races for £500 each, the first to be a right-eway sculler’s 
rate of five miles, and the second two and a half miles out and 
return. Hamill has choice of. “‘ when and where,” with the restriction 
that both matches are to be rowed in the week ending July 7, on 
consecutive days, and he must give Kelley a clear month’s notice of 
both. He also recaives £100 as an equivalent for his expenses. No 
man, we think, could have been more liberally treated, inasmuch as 
in addition to having his fare from America, and the incidental ex- 
penses paid him, he has been accommodated with allthat he desired, in 
the way of distance, straight, and out andin races. At present we 


have no idea as to the place which will have the honour of being the 


chosen ground of the delegate of the land of the stars and stripes, 
which we see from an American contemporary he is fully entitled to 
represent, being provided by his transatlantic backers with a suit 
composed of the national colonrs, in which (if possible) to defeat and 
dazzle tho eyesof Kelley. We hope that both men will appear at the 
post, on the days of competition, fit’ and well, so,that whoever wins, 
there will be no more ef that controversy which has so often 
taken place whenever England and America havo appeared 
in tho lists at any national pastime, The difficulty of properly 
seeing the second day’s raciug seems to ug its only objection, 
as vo stexmboate—we should think—can appear on that part 
of the river set for the match; and pectators will have td 
be satisfied with running or riding alon the banks, or following in 
small boate, which are also likely, if at all numerous, to block up the

Ho lias good shoulders, rare quarters, 
very museular arms and’ thighs, largo, well-shaped hocks aud knees, 
and capital forelegs.. When he was in motion he went gracefully and 
resolutely ; and his owner, trainer, and rider wore sanguine of success. 
Next to Lord Lyon public attention was directed to the vaunted 
Rustic, who is all 16 hands 2 inches high, and a chesnut in colour, 
with a narrow blaze in his face. He went well enotgh, and had 
evidently received one of John Day’s very best preparations; though, 
to confess the truth, a3 fav as looks and build went, we actually pre- 
ferred. his companion, Bluo. Riband, and, notwithst»ndiog the dis- 
parity in size, the. lator showed more quality than Rustic. He is a 
brown, ticked colt, with grey hairs, noatly framed, with great mus- 
cular power, and stands on short legs.. We were not surprised at Dr.

only a less degree than did the ancients make “divine poesy ” itself, 
according a word of encouragement to the good, and of condemnation 
to the bad—the conscientious admirer of histrionic art, we say, who 
does this, rather than forawear the theatre altogether and, saying 
‘‘the drama is dead,” leave the drama to die,—such playgoers, and 
there are not afew, need a periodical revival, such as that of “The 
Rivals” at this theatre, to justify the faith thatisin them. Your 
conscientious playgoer, imbued with a sense of the dignity an’ pur- 
poses of playing as they have been and are, “ both at the tirst and now,” 
may sit outa twelvemonth of the more or less melancholy productions of 
the stage of to-day, including some positively painful to witness, and yet 
be repaid for his constancy, and reassured of tho vitality inherent in 
tue art that he loves by one such performance as that of “ The Rivals” 
at the St, James’s Theatre. All this, however, applies rather to the 
luminousness of the play than to the quality of the acting. However, 
of the acting in this instance, there is very little other than praise to 
be said. Upon the whole the acting is more satisfactory than that 
which marked the three preceding revivals. The uniformity of ex- 

cellence attained by the acting in ‘The Rivals,” is only broken by
